Dairying in Syria 
In the battle for existence, the ‘dairy: | 
man in every part of the world has 
his troubles as well as comforts, and | 
whether it be under the shadow of a! 
great American city, with an outlet | 
bringing the top price, or wiliether it) 
is among the etorm-swept mountains 
of the Orient, business management, 
attention to detail and steady, con-! 
sistent work are required. 

“In our country,” a Syrian who is 
thoroughly acquainted with agricul: | 
tural conditions there, tells us, “we 
have the dairy business reduced to a. 
system similar to this country, al-, 
though our product brings only about | 
one-quarter as much, Not only do we 
produce butter and cheese, but also 
Dutch cheese, and these products. go 
to the great cities of Western Asia. 
Damascus and Beirut are the New 
York and Chicago markets of Western 
Asia, while many of our products find 
sale in France, Italy, Germany and 
other European countries. Constanti- 
nople is a good market, but we consid 
er jt second to Damascus. 

“We do not limit our production of 
dairy products to the cow, but the 
goat is also pressed into service. In- 
stead of ‘dual purpose’ cattle, which 
were spoken of in America, we can 
} aptly call our cattle “triple purpose 
stock’. A farmer will till his soil with 
his cows, and when they outlive their 
period of usefulness they are butcher: 
ed. The cow is pressed into service 
on the farm, as the cost of horses is 
prohibitive; a horse can only be 
owned by the nobility or the wealliy, 
and an average Arablan canrct be 
purchased for less than $2,000. 

Goats supplement the cow in the 
production of batter and cheese. We 
consider that goats test high, and one 
of our ordinary goats, a goat that 
could not hold down a station in a

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POSTAGE STAMP MACHINE. 


Works Automatically and Rejects All 
Bogus Coins. 

Some months ago a Trinidad ¢ lergy- 
man designed a postage stamp ma 
chine which bas recently been im 
proved in London and installed in a 
postoflice In tpat city. 

By automatic action when a proper 
coin is placed in the slot and the han 
dle pulled it separates a penny stamp 
from a roll inside the machine and 
securely fixes ft upon the envelope held 
in an aperture of the machine. The 
machine is about the size of an ordi- 
nary typewriter and stamps envel- 
opes, newspapers or circulars at the 
rate of 4,000 an hour with seemingly 
absolute accuracy. The machine will 
hold 50,000 stamps, and as used each 
stamp is automatically registered, 

The coin to be received by this 
plece of mechanism must be genuine, 
of perfect size and shape. It is claim. 
ed that it will return the silver piece 
inserted in the slot by error, but keeps 
without any recompense the fraudu- 
lent metal disk. It is reported that 
the machine is to be placed in every 
underground railway station and at all 
pillar boxes, 


X Rays Cure Deafness. 

Purely by accident it was discover- 
ed in London recently that certain 
forms of deafness can be cured by 
means of the X rays. A man who 
had been deaf all bis life was treated 
by the rays for an ulcer on his tongue, 
The ulcer was cured, and he was sur- 


turned at the same time. He lived on 
a very noisy street, but had never no- 
ticed the noise.

Search For Tannin.

A certain de 
gree of success has attended the search 
in Argentina, where there is found a 
tree called the quebracho, from which 
excellent tannin can be obtained. ‘The 
wood of this tree is very bard and du 
| rable, and it grows in large forests 
It bas been known as a tannin pro- 
| ducer for twenty years, but only re 
cently has the extraction of the tan- 
nin been conducted in Argentina. lor 
merly the wood itself was exported. 


Coloring Copper Black, 

A new method of coloring copper, 
vopper alloys and copper plated articles 
black has been discovered by Dr. Gro 
schuff of Berlin, Germany, which wil 
doubtless be us important in meta) 
work as the blue black every one is 
familiar with. A caustic soda solution 
is heated to 212 degrees, to which 1 
per cent of potassium persulphate is 
added, In this svlution the copper 
red brass, red bronze, gun metal, bels 
metal or whatever the alloy may he is 
suspended on a wire and, in the case 
of small articles, is permanently dyea 
in a few minutes, 


Coal Resources of Gcorgia. 

According to the estimates of M. R 
Campbell of the United States geolog 
ical survey, the total origiual coal sup- 
ply of Georgia was 933,000,000 short 
tons, from which there bad been win- 
ed, at the close of 1009, 8,599,714 sbort 
tons, representing (including loss in 
| mining) an exhaustion of about 12,- 
750.000 short tons, This would leave 
still in the ground a total of about 
920,250,000 short tons, of which about

Invention For Telephones and 
Slot Machines. 
Counterfeit and spurious coins no 
longer will pass in telephone pay sta- 
tions or In slot machines, if an inven 
tion which its originator bas exhibited 
to the telephone companies and which 
he recently displayed at the secret 
|service bureau and the treasury de 
partment at Washington does in the 
final tests all that he claims for it. 
The telephone companies, probably 
the greatest sufferers from counter- 


| feit money, are preparing, it is sald, to 


make a thorough test of the new ma- 
chine. In Brooklyn a few meuths ago 
the telephone companies, it is said, 
found 75,000 slug imitations of five 
}cent pleces in their pay telephones in 
Similar conditions exist 
elsewhere, it is said, and with other 
forms of pay machines, 

The present invention, which de- 
pends ou the micro-metric lock system, 
cap be adjusted, it is said, to a one- 
ten thousandth part of an inch. The 
machine has two exits, one for good 
money and another which lets out 
counterfeit money without ringing a

The Newest Pump. 

The invention of a pumping process 
by the explosion of a gus affords a new 
and probably a practical way of rais- 
jug water in large quantities cheaply. 
The gas to be exploded is compressed 
over the surface of the water, which 
is free to escape upward through a 
tube. By the explosion great pressure 
is generuted, and a quantity of water 
is driven out of the reservoir, A fresh 
suppiy of combustible material is then 
quickly introduced, which Is compress- 
ed by some of the water flowing back 
down the tube. The process is repeat- 
ed indetiniiely as long as there is auy 
fluid in the reservoir, It is astonish- 
ingly simple. No apparatus is required 
in the escape tube, not even a check 
valve.

SPECIFIC HEAT EXPLAINED. 


Capacity Foe- Heat Varies In the Dit- 
ferent Metals. 

The specific heat of the body ts some 
times spoken of as capacity for heat, 
and here, be It remembered, that the 
unit of heat Is such a quantity as will 
raise the temperature of one pound of 
pure distilled water from 39 to 40 de 
grees I. This Is one British thermal 
unit or one B. T. U.. The conception 
of heat Is entirely diferent from that 
of temperature, as is often shown fn a 
simple laboratory experiment, A cake 
of beeswax about one-half inch thick 
is placed In a horizontal position a 
short distance above the top of a table. 
A number of metal balls are immersed 
In a liquid having, say, a high temper- 
ature, All the balls soon have the 
same temperature as the liquid, and 
each of the balls Is at the same tem- 
perature as all the others, 

If these balls with equal tempera. 
tures be placed on the cake of wax 
they will all begin to melt the wax 
and sink into the cake as they part 
with their heat, but the rate and depth 
of penetration into the cake will vary, 
For example, under these circum. 
stances an iron ball will melt its way 
through the wax first. It will be fol- 


lowed by a copper ball of equal size. |
